About Transplanting 


DR. 


EYE WATER 


I 
RANSPLANTING is an import­ 
ant activity in almost every gar­ 
den, but a gardener can save time 
and possible disappointment if he 
knows what can and what cannot be 
transplanted. 
The following annuals should not 
be moved: California poppy, celosia, 
didiscus (blue lace flower), four 
o’clock, and hunnemannia. Among 
the perennials, lathyrus (perennial 
sweet pea), and oriental poppy 
should not be transplanted. 
These flowers are damaged, some­ 
times even killed, by transplanting 
because 
of 
their 
peculiar 
root 
growth. 
The 
following popular flowers 
may be transplanted with little fear 
of damaging them: Annuals—agera- 
tum, alyssum, snapdragon, aster, 
calendula, marigold, pansy, petunia, 
pinks, salvia, scabiosa and verbena; 
perennials — aubrietia, buddleia, 
Canterbury bells, columbine, holly­ 
hock, pyrethrum, pinks, scabiosa 
and viola. 
There is a third division of flow­ 
ers. plants whose lives will not be 
endangered by transplanting, but 
w hose growth will be stunted. Both 
plant and blossoms will be smaller 
but earlier. Larkspur, zinnia, phlox, 
nasturtium and bachelor's button 
are in this classification. 
It is advisable, when moving 
either small seedlings or larger 
Plants, to transplant them into well 
conditioned soil which has been 
watered about 12 hours before the 
transplanting. This helps the plant 
through its period of readjustment, 
when it must have ample moisture. 
Make sure soil is firmed well around 
the roots. 
Except where it is necessary to 
move full-grown perennials to more 
favorable locations, transplanting 
should be performed with small 
plant! 
When plants are larger, 
well-developed root systems are in­ 
jured by the moving, sometimes 
resulting in severe damage to the 
plant. 
In all cases it is advisable to take 
up with the plant a good amount of 
the soil in which it is tooted.

in services instead of cash.

Senator W. B. W hitlow of Ful- j 
ton charged that the

fly-by-night burial societies which 
have been fleecing thousands of 
Missourians out of their money.”

Senator Raleigh McCormick of

clared that m embers of these as­ 
sociations should be protected so 
that after they have paid 
their 
money to the societies for many 
years they would have assurance 
that their claims would be met. 
Opposing the bill w ere Senators 
Paul Jones of K ennett and Allen i 
McReynolds of Carthage, who said | 
they had never heard of any com­ 
plaints against the burial societies I 
operating in their districts. Both 
declared they would favor legisla­ 
tion 
regulating 
the 
associations 
but that they were 
against 
the 


bill because it would destroy the 
societies and wipe out the protec­ 
tion that thousands had been pay­ 
ing for. 
McReynolds said the 
societies 
were providing a means whereby 
persons of small incomes could be 
assured of 
decent 
burials. 
He 
warned the Senate that 
if 
the 
burial societies were put out of 
business, many of these persons 
faced burials in potters’ fields, at 
the expense of the counties or the 
State. 
It is problem atical whether the 
bill will be finally passed, as the 
m easure may become lost in the 
confusion of the closing weeks of 
the session. 
The House, however, 
perfected a sim ilar bill 
several 
weeks ago and is likely to accept 
the Senate bill before 
adjourn­

If the bill is passed

CHICAGO. — How farmers can 
avoid hit-or-miss methods of im­ 
proving soil fertility and take ad­ 
vantage of information to determine 
the plant food requirements of their 
land was explained by Walter P. 
Pollock, «agronomist director of the 
Middle 
West 
Soil 
Improvement 
Committee in a recent address be­ 
fore an agricultural-industrial con­ 
ference. 
“Years ago farmers could profita­ 
bly buy farmyard manure and use 
commercial fertilizer only for the 
purpose of supplementing manure 
produced on their own farm s,” said 
Mr. Pollock. 
“Today the element 
of cost, time and labor enters into 
the practicability of using farm yard 
manure, so that the wise farm er 
first puts some questions to his soil. 
“The farmer may conduct some 
plot experiments, with fertilizer, but 


if It is near seeding time he should 
get a list of recommended fertiliz­ 
ers from his County Agent and de­ 
termine the formula particularly 
adapted to his crop and soil needs. 
And as long as he adheres to rec­ 
ommended grades, he will be able 
to purchase fertilizer intelligently 
and utilize it effectively in meeting 
the plant food needs of his soil. 
“Soil Improvement is a sound im­ 
provement only when fertility Is 
added to the soil,” Mr. Pollock con­ 
cluded. “Practical-minded farmers 
everywhere .are not satisfied with 
merely maintaining an existing low 
level of fertility but recognize that 
they must add necessary plant food 
elements to the soil if they are to 
maintain the value of their farm 
holdings and insure high crop pro­ 
ductivity per acre.”

There’s a special place for storing 
flower vases and arranging flowers 
—the shelves over the breakfast 
table hold vases and the laundry 
trays below are made to order for 
filling them. Yes, there’s a place for 
storing brooms and mops, for sewing 
machine, clothes basket and easy 
chair.

We know that your kitchen is not 
laid out like this one. But we do 
want you to go shopping for ideas in 
our kitchen. We want you to borrow 
the color scheme. Conceal t h a t 
worn-out floor with fresh laid as­ 
phalt base floor covering. Try car­ 
penter-built open shelving for add­ 
ed convenience. Fix up a special 
place for arranging flowers. Or, pos­ 
sibly, start entirely fresh and make 
over your old kitchen completely 
with all of these fresh ideas worked 
out to your own particular satisfac­ 
tion.

Prolonging The Garden 
A 
GARDEN is an annual visitor 
we like to have stay with us as 
long as possible. 
There are various ways of pro­ 
longing the life of the garden, but 
the major factor is care 
A well- 
watered garden won't burn up. a 
well cultivated garden won't be 
submerged in weeds; a garden pro­ 
tected from insect and disease at­ 
tack won't be destroyed. 
Given proper care, annual flowers 
may be prolonged most easily limply 
by keeping them picked. 
Annuals, 
almost without exception, will con­ 
tinue blooming well into fall if 
their blossoms are removed regu­ 
larly. A second bloom late in the 
season is often obtained on such 
perennials as delphinium, 
sweet 
william, coreopsis, perennial diatv 
thus and pyrethrum if the first 
blossoms are picked in their prime. 
Many gardeners have been sue- 
cessful in planting a packet or two 
of annual seed late, then digging 
up and potting plants just before 
frosts arrive. The plants grow and 
flower in the house for many weeks 
after things in the open garden 
have been killed. 
Try this in the 
fall with any of the following: Age- 
ratum, begonia, calendula, carna­ 
tion. coleus, pinks, dimorphotheca, 
lobelia, dwarf marigold, pansy, pe­ 
tunia and snapdragon. 
Vegetable gardens last longer if a 
succession 
of 
crops 
is 
planted. 
Servings of fresh radishes, carrots, 
turnips, beets, beans and corn may 
be kept coming to the table well 
Into fall by sowing at intervals after 
the original spring planting. 
Late summer is an excellent time 
for a final planting of such crops 
as rutabagas, beans, beets, Chinese 
cabbage, turnips and cabbage plants. 
Many such vegetables are even bet­ 
ter when maturing in the moist, 
cool fall than when planted for sum­ 
mer harvest. 
Spring is the time 
for the first planting of the garden 
season, but the first planting should 
not be the last.

Give Vegetables a Break 


I wonder why it is that vegetables get such a poor break. We seem 
to fuss aplenty over the rest of the meal. "Vet when it comes to the 
vegetables too often they look and taste as if we had left them to shift 
for themselves—flavorless, limp, sorely in need of seasoning. 


It’s a pity, too! For ail that crisp, colorful vegetables ask of us is to 
be cooked tender in the shortest possible time, in a small amount of 
water, and then to be seasoned with a little care. In return they promise 
to come to our 
tables so appetizing in both color and flavor that the 
family, down to the youngest, will ask for a second serving. 


Now% we’ve been cooking vegetables in our In­ 
stitute kitchens for years upon years. And one of the 
easiest ways to cook them—at least so we flnd—is in 
a covered saucepan. I recommend it to you. 


Choose one of your saucepans that will hold the 
vegetables comfortably; then cover the bottom of it 
with about an inch of water. No, we don’t believe in 
cooking any vegetables, except greens, in a saucepan 
without water, for there is too much danger of their 
scorching or burning. Bring this water to a merry 
boil; then add the salt—one-half teaspoonful for every 
cup of water used—and, next, the vegetables. Put the 
cover back on, quickly bring the water to boiling 
again; then start counting the cooking time. Cook the 
vegetables until they are just tender but no more. 
For cooking time, see the table below. 


Heed this last tip well, won’t you, for when we let our vegetables 
simmer along for what may seem just a short time after they are done, 
they are likely to be ruined. So be right at hand when the clock tells you 
that the vegetable should be done. Test it with a fork, and if it is done, 
turn off 
the heat. The little water left in the vegetable can be boiled off 
with the saucepan covei off; or you can 
use it as part of the liquid for 
a sauce to be poured over the vegetable if you want one, or for gravies, 
or in soups. 


And now we come to the last-minute touch—one I hope you will never 
fail to give. No vegetable, no m atter how carefully you may have cooked 
it. is ready for its serving dish until you have critically tasted and re­ 
tasted it with your family's likes as to seasonings well in mind. So get 
out your tasting spoons, housekeepers! For, unless 1 miss my guess, you 
will find that your vegetable needs just a sprinkle more of salt or pepper, 
and perhaps some butter or margarine before you can proclaim it n 
perfectly seasoned dish.

Senate Passes Burial 
Society Control Bill 


Jefferson City, May 31.—A bill 
to place burial 
societies 
under 
supervision of the State Depart­ 
ment of Insurance and to require 
them to pay benefits in cash 
in­ 
stead of services, was passed 
by 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 
19 to 12, following a long debate. 
The measure now goes 
to 
the 
House. 
Sponsors of the bill declared it 
was designed to give protection to 
more than 600,000 persons in the 
State who are members 
of 
the 
several hundred burial 
associa­ 
tions now operating in Missouri. 
Those 
opposing 
the 
legislation 
charged that its stringent provi­ 
sions would destroy the 
associa­ 
tions, leaving the policy holders 
without the protection they now 
have. 
The bill, introduced 
originally 
by Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis with the support 
of 
the 
State Department of the American 
Legion, and rewritten by a 
sub­ 
committee of the Senate Insurance 
Committee, will require the burial 
societies to set up reserves to as­ 
sure payment of claims. 


PROVIDES FOR RESERVE 


It provides that each association 
must deposit with the insurance 
department a reserve of $2000 for 
its first 3000 members, and $250 
more for 
each 
additional 
1000 
members. The benefits, amounting 
to a maximum of $300, must be 
paid in cash, and the family of the 
deceased member has the right to 
select the undertaker who is to 
handle the funeral. 
At present virtually all burial 
societies are organized as 
bene­ 
volent associations and they sell 
memberships which carry burial 
benefits. 
The benefits are gener­ 
ally paid in materials and services, 
and the handling of the funerals 
is limited to certain undertakers 
designed by the associations. 
The fight against burial societies 
began several years ago after com­ 
plaints were made that benefits 
were not being paid and that the 
societies were handling a large

About Transplanting 


R A N SPL A N T IN G is an Import­ 
ant a ctiv ity in alm ost every gar* 
ien, but a gardener can save tim e 
and possible disap pointm ent if he 
knows w hat can and w hat cannot be 
transplanted. 
The following annuals should not 
he moved: California poppy, celosia, 
didiscus 
(blue lace flower), four 
o'clock, and hunnem annia. 
Am ong 
the perennials, lathyrus (peren nial 
sweet 
pea), and 
orien tai 
poppy 
should not he transplanted. 
These flowers are damaged, some­ 
times even killed, by transplanting 
because 
of 
their 
peculiar 
root 
growth. 
The 
following 
popular 
flowers 
may be transplanted with little fear 
of damaging them: Annuals—agéra­ 
tum. alyssum, snapdragon, aster, 
calendula, marigold, pansy, petunia, 
pinks, salvia, scablosa and verbena; 
perennials — aubrietia, buddlela. 
Canterbury hells, columbine, holly­ 
hock. pyrethrum , pinks, scablosa 
and viola. 
There Is a third division of flow­ 
ers. plants whose lives will not be 
endangered by transplanting, but 
whose growth will be stunted. Both 
plant and blossoms will be sm aller 
but earlier. Larkspur, zinnia, phlox, 
nasturtium and bachelor’s button 
are in this classification 
It 
Is 
advisable, 
when 
moving 
either small seedlings or larger 
plants, to transplant them into well 
conditioned soil which has been 
watered about 12 hours before the 
transplanting. This helps the plant 
through its period of readjustm ent, 
when it must have ample moisture. 
Make sure soil Is firmed well around 
the roots. 
Except where it is necessary to 
move full-grown perennials to more 
favorable 
locations, 
transplanting 
should be performed with small 
plant! 
When plants are larger, 
well-developed root systems are in­ 
jured by the moving, sometimes 
resulting in severe damage to the 
plant. 
In all cases It is advisable to take 
up with the plant a good am ount of 
the soil in which It is rooted

— How farmers can 
avoid hit-or-miss methods of im­ 
proving soil fertility and take ad­ 
vantage of information to determine 
the plant food requirements of their 
land was explained by Walter P. 
Pollock, agronomist director of the 
Middle 
West 
Soil 
Improvement 
Committae in a recent addresa be­ 
fore an agricultural-industrial con­ 
ference. 
“Years ago farmers could profita­ 
bly buy farmyard manure and use 
commercial fertilizer only for the 
purpose of supplementing manure 
produced on their own farms,” said 
Mr. Pollock. 
“Today the element 
of cost, time and labor enters into 
the practicability of using farmyard 
manure, so that the wise farmer 
first puts some questions to his soil. 
“The farmer may conduct some 
plot experiments, with fertilizer, but 


if ft is near seeding time he should 
get a list of recommended fertiliz­ 
ers from his County Agent and de­ 
termine the formula particularly 
adapted to his crop and soil needs. 
And as long as he adheres to rec­ 
ommended grades, he will be able 
to purchase fertilizer intelligently 
and utilize it effectively in meeting 
the plant food needs of his soil. 
“Soil Improvement is a sound im­ 
provement only when fertility is 
added to the soil,” Mr, Pollock con­ 
cluded. “Practical-minded farmers 
everywhere are not satisfied with 
merely maintaining an existing low 
level of fertility but recognize that 
they must add necessary plant food 
elements to the soil if they are to 
maintain the value of their farm 
holdings and insure high crop pro­ 
ductivity per acre.”

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Give Vegetables a Break 


I wonder Why it is that vegetables get such * poor break. We seem 
to fuss aplenty over the rest of the meal. Yet when it comes to the 
vegetables too often they look and taste aa if we had left them to shift 
for themselves—flavorless, limp, sorely in need of seasoning. 


It's a pity, too! For all that crisp, colorful vegetables ask of us is to 
be cooked tender in the shortest possible time, in a small amount of 
water, and then to be seasoned with a little care. In return they promise 
to come to our 
tables so appetizing in both color and flavor that the 
family, down to the youngest, will ask for a second serving. 


Now, we've been cooking vegetables in our In­ 
stitute kitchens for years upon years. And one of the 
easiest ways to cook them—at least so we And—is in 
a covered saucepan. I recommend it to you. 


Choose one of your saucepans that will hold the 
vegetables comfortably; then cover the bottom of it 
with about an inch of water. No, we don’t believe in 
cooking any vegetables, except greens, in a saucepan 
without water, for there is too much danger of their 
scorching or burning. Bring this water to a merry 
boil; then add the salt—one-half tcaspoonful for every 
cup of water used—and, next, the vegetables. Put the 
cover back on, quickly bring the water to boiling 
again; then start counting the cooking time. Cook the 
vegetables until they are just tender bat no more. 
For cooking time, see the table below. 


Heed this last tip well, won’t you, for when we let our vegetables 
simmer along for what may seem just a short time after they are done, 
they are likely to be ruined. So be right at hand when the clock tells you 
that the vegetable should be done. Test it with a fork, and if it is done, 
turn off the heat. The little water left in the vegetable can be boiled off 
with the saucepan covet off; or you can use it as part of the liquid for 
a sauce to be poured over the vegetable if you want one, or for gravies, 
or in soups 


And now we come to the last-minute touch—one I hope you will never 
fail to give. No vegetable, no matter how carefully you may have cooked 
it. is ready for its serving dish until you have critically tasted and re­ 
tasted it with your family's likes as to seasonings well in mind. So get 
out your tasting spoons, housekeepers! For, unless I miss my guess, you 
will find that your vegetable needs just a sprinkle more of salt or pepper, 
and perhaps some butter or margarine before you can proclaim it n 
perfectly seasoned di«h.
